They came in groups of two, 
three and four, in late model 
cars to an old farm house on 
Beisterfield Road, as they do 
every Monday and Thursday 
night.

In the discussion that follow-j 
ed, the semantics weren’t at all 
pretty and probably would un­ 
nerve most parents. But sur- j 
p r i s i n g l y enough, the out­ 
spokenness didn’t turn out to be 
a blanket condemnation of stu­ 
pidity on the part of the adult 
world.

clusions, leading themselves to 
the next question: understand 
what? 


With that, the meeting got 
into full swing, with a variety of 
pent up frustrations and feel­ 
ings laid out for all to see.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Dinner 
plates being sold by about 2,000 
stores across the nation may 
have a poisonous glaze on them 
and are being recalled from 
the stores, a federal official said 
Monday. 


The plates are part of a pot­ 
tery line marketed in the United 
States “exclusively” by George 
Zoltan Lefton Co. of Chicago. 


Roger Burrows, officer of the 
Food and Drug Administration, 


said one piece of pottery test-1 
ed showed that certain acids in 
food attracted lead in glaze. | 
Further analyses, he said, are 
being made to determine if the 
amount of lead that can be con­ 
sumed is toxic. 
The pottery is an import from 
Japan 
exclusively for Lefton 
and carries stickers r e a d i n g 
“Zoltan Lefton Exclusives.” But 
a Lefton spokesman said he 
thought other firms also import­ 
ed the pottery.

America’s Religions 
Some Preach* Methodists ‘Do 


Editor’s 
note: 
This is 
the 
second of 20 weekly articles 
discussing the many religious 
faiths of Americans.

The Methodists are the great 
‘‘doers” of American Protestan­ 
tism. 
With a knack for organization, 
a will to work, and a traditional 
zeal for social reform, they are 
always looking for a good cause 
to support. And when they find 
one, they hurl themselves into it 
with fierce dedication. 
This activist bent often is 


accompanied 
by 
a 
marked 
indifference toward theological 
doctrines. Surveys among Meth­ 
odist clergy regularly turn up a 
staggeringly 
wide 
range 
of 
doctrinal positions, from strict 
fundamentalism on one hand to 
disavowals of Christ’s divinity 
on the other. 
The 
Methodist 
movement 
grew out of the preaching of 
John Wesley, an 18th Century 
Church of England priest who 
wanted 
to 
reform 
his 
own 
denomination and had no desire 
or intention of starting a new 
one. 


The turning point in Wesley’s 
life came on the evening of May 
24, 1738. He attended a prayer 
meeting at a little chapel on 
Aldersgate Street in London. As 
he sat in meditation, listening to 
someone 
read 
aloud 
from 
Martin Luther’s writings, Wes­ 
ley suddenly knew what Luther 
meant when he insisted that 
men are saved through faith in 
Christ alone, and not by any 
good works of their own. 


“I felt my heart strangely 
warmed,” Wesley wrote later. 
“I felt I did trust in Christ, 
Christ alone, for salvation; and 
an assurance was given me that 
he had taken away my sins, 
even mi n e . . . ” 


From 
that 
moment 
on, 
Wesley was a different man. 
Before 
the 
“heart-warming 
experience,” he had been an 
a s c e t i c , scholarly Anglican 
priest—to put it baldly, a self- 
righteous prig. Afterwards he 
became a generous, outgoing 
man, 
fired 
by 
a 
passionate 
desire to share with others his 
great discovery that salvation is 
God’s free gift. 


For the next 50 years, John 
Wesley preached this good news 
throughout E n g l a n d . When 
churches were closed to him— 
as they often were—he held his 
meetings in open fields. 
His 
sermons often drew as many as 
30,000 persons.

Wesley made a final appeal to 
the bishops of the Church of 
I England to ordain priests for 
missionary s e r v i c e among 
American Methodists. When this 
was refused, he took the fateful 
1 step of ordaining two men, on 
his own initiative, to “preside 
over the flock in America.” 


Since the Church of England 
never recognized the validity of 
| these and subsequent Methodist 


I ordinations, the Wesleyan move­ 
ment from that time forward 
was a separate denomination. 
From the start, Methodists 
attached great importance to 
what 
they 
called 
“a 
felt 
experience of salvation.” They 
believed that every man should 
be able, like John Wesley, to 
recall 
the 
very 
hour 
and 
moment when he knew himself 
to be saved through faith in 
Christ. 


The people of the frontier 
found this approach to religion 
highly congenial. They flocked 
into the Methodist church in 
such great numbers that by the 
time of the Civil War, Abraham 
Lincoln 
spoke 
of 
it 
as 
the 
largest and “most important” 
denomination in America. 


For 
more 
than 
a 
century 
after it was formally estab­ 
lished as a separate denomina­ 
tion in 1784, American Metho­ 
dism remained the “poor man’s 
church.” appealing primarily to 
the uneducated and underprivi­ 
leged. Over the years, however, 
it has gradually turned into a 
middle-class denomination. To­ 
day it has more business and 
professional men than farmers 
and laborers. 
The United Methodist Church 
is America's largest Methodist 
body and second largest Protes­ 
tant body. It has more than ll 
million 
members, 
and 
42,000 
local congregations. 
There are 20 other Methodist 
bodies in the United States. 
Three 
of 
them 
are 
Negro 
denominations: 
The 
African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, thj 
African 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Zion Church, and the Christian 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church. 
Together they have about 2.5 
million members. 
The other Methodist bodies 
are small, ranging in size from 
the Free Methodist Church with 
55,000 members to the Cumber­ 
land Methodist Church, which 
has fewer than IOO still in its 
fold.

The Flu Swept World; Mill ions Died

ATLANTA (U P I)-T he death 
toll across the world was 21 
million, and America listed its 
dead at 548,452. 
New York City counted 851 
deaths in a single day. Chicago 
did not have enough hearses, 
and bodies stacked up in the 
morgues. 
This was how the Spanish 
Influenza struck, slaying hun­ 
dreds of thousands of human 
beings in a few autumn weeks 
in 1918, while the allied armies 
of the First World War were 
only six weeks from victory in 
the trenches of Europe. 
The 
mysterious 
killer—infi­ 
nitely more deadly than any of 
the weapons of war and never 
identified by medical scientists 
of that day—killed its minions 
and disappeared. Where it went, 
no one knows. 
The Spanish Influenza struck 


every 
country in the world, 
sparing only the island of St. 
Helena (where in 1821 Napoleon 
had 
died 
a 
prisoner) 
and 
Mauritius Island in the Indian 
Ocean. 


India’s death toll was the 
highest of any nation, 12,500,000. 
The Dutch 
East 
Indies 
was 
second with 800,000, and the 
United States was third with 
548,452. The continent of North 
America suffered a death toll of 
j 1,075,685. 


The Spanish flu, so named 
because it was believed to have 
originated in Spain and import­ 
ed into this country by a Coast 
Guard cutter returning from 
convoy duty, spread incredibly 
fast and over vast distances.

“Home rule’’ has become the 
rallying cry of local governments 


determined to assert a stronger, 


more independent 
posture with 
state and county authority. 


The first step toward 
estab­ 
lishing a Council of Governments, 
aimed 
at preservation of local 


rights 
and powers, may be taken 
today at the monthly meeting of 


the DuPage County Mayors and 


Managers Conference. 


That such a resolution should 


be offered is. in itself, evidence of 
the frustration and concern felt by 


local officials. 


This increased lack of com­ 


munication and trust intensified 
during 1968 as a result of the 


county’s disregard for local ob­ 


jections to county zoning deci­ 


sions; its refusal to encourage 


local participation in control of 
the proposed countywide sewer 
program; 
and 
its 
late 
dis­ 
tribution 
of 
tax 
bills, 
which 


plunged local governing bodies 


into debt while awaiting tardy 


tax returns. 


Despite start-of-the-year prom­ 
ises and predictions, the county’s 
performance in overall problem­ 


solving was equally dismal during 


1968. 


Gov. Ogilvie has named Wil­ 
liam L. Rutherford, Peoria attor­ 


ney, to be new director of the state 
department of conservation. 


The choice is an excellent one. 


Rutherford is a longtime activ­ 
ist in the fields of conservation and 
park development. He has been es­ 
pecially prominent in cleanup, re­ 
novation and beautification pro­ 
grams as well as efforts to mobi­ 
lize private resources to acquire 
land for donation to local park dis­ 
tricts. 


In nearly every major problem 


area — from roads, sewers, water 


supply, flood control and drainage, 
to health, countywide service facil­ 
ities, recreation and open space — 
the record of failure for 1968 is a 


dreary recitation of fumbling, neg­ 


lect, and delay: 


—Failure to provide any forest 
preserve land for shortchanged 


Northeast DuPage County;

cluded in the 1968 budget. 


lf rapid expansion of North 


DuPage County is to be guided 


in the proper direction, it will de­ 
mand a county government able 
and willing to absorb its share of 
responsibilities 
arising 
from 


such growth. 


It will require a working “part­ 
nership for progress” — all levels 
of government cooperating in a 
spirit of common resolve, mutual 


trust and respect, to tackle the 
challenges and opportunities in the 


years of growth and development 


to come. 


If the cleavage in government 


is to be mended, the county board 


of supervisors must take the in­ 


itiative in exercising extraordinary 


leadership. Its energies and re­ 
sources must be directed toward 
streamlining county government to 


make it more effective and more 


responsive. 


A new and viable partnership of 


county and local government will 
be the precondition for success —

Richard B. Ogilvie was inaugurated 
Monday as Illinois’ new governor. 
But in a sense the real governor of 
Illinois — political pragm atism — will 
stay in office to run things as it has for 
so long. 
It pervades the atmosphere of Illinois 
politics. You see it in the legislature 
when good Democrats 
or 
good 
Republicans 
vote against the inter- 
e s t s 
of 
their 
con­ 
stituents because ‘“this 
one demands party loy­ 
alty.” 
There is 
nothing 
wrong with pragm a­ 
tism, 
pragmatically 
i n d u l g e d in. But 
when it becomes the method of oper­ 
ation it begins to defeat its own advan­ 
tages. Then, when they get a chance, 
the voters retaliate against the system 
as they did in picking blue ribbon can­ 
didates off the ‘‘bedsheet ballot” a few 
years back. 
That election put a lot of non-prag­ 
m atists into the legislature. Some of the 
n e w c o m e r s have subsequently left 
Springfield, some have succumbed to the 
system. But good guys in white hats are 
still 
active 
and 
are 
bringing 
about 
needed changes. To do this they must 
work with the pragm atists and, in per­ 
forming the “art of the possible,” play 
the system. 
A case in point: the state needs reve­ 
nue. 
The legislature 
drafted 
a 
con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
which 
seemed 
like the “art of the possible.” 
It broke every rule of good con­ 
stitution writing. But it was politically 
possible, and a lot of good guys in white 
hats went around championing it, be­ 
cause the state needed money. 
The voters 
told them 
what 
they 
thought of it. 
The governor in recent years has 
surfaced above the system on a num­ 
ber of occasions when duty demanded 
it but otherwise seemed content to let 
things go on as usual. 
Richard Ogilvie has some good ideas 
for changing and improving Illinois. Few 
could argue with his general goals, un­ 
less they’re simply blind partisans. 
Cook County corruption has encour­ 
aged many reform minded politicians to 
take the pragm atic approach. Besides 
electoral reform for Cook only, Ogilvie’s 
advocated a separate taxing district for 
Cook County’s health services — to fund 
them adequately and get them out of 
politics. 
Maybe if the reform-minded leaders 
stopped tailoring pragm atic solutions to 
problems like these, people would stop 
tolerating the problem and bring about 
the basic reforms we’re going to have to 
accomplish anyway. 
Ogilvie has undertaken a big job. 
There are some who speculate he’s al­ 
ready decided on a second term . Or 
he’s a leading candidate for President 
in 1976. Or vice president in 1972. 
Everyone seems to know Ogilvie’s 
timetable.

Teen Has 3 Million Fans 
Worldwide Radio 


Three members of the Highlights on Youth staff last week 
interviewed Robert Henley, program manager of Chicago’s 
WGN radio station. 
The three were Mary Hutchings, senior at Prospect High 
School; Laura Marcus, senior at Conant High School; and 
LuAnn Wing, junior at Palatine High School. 
Henley had a word of advice for students wishing to enter 
a radio career: Find the smallest radio station you can and 
start there, preferably while in high school or college. 
Henley got his start that way at radio station WDQN in 
DuQuoin, 111. He graduated from Southern Illinois University 
with a bachelor’s degree in journalism and took a master’s in 
radio end television at the University of Illinois. 
Following are verbatim excerpts of the interview, which 
was taped at the Paddock Publications office: 


MARY: Exactly what does the program director do? 
HENLEY: A program manager, program director, whatever 
he’s called — and they’re called various things at various stations 
is responsible to the station manager for everything that goes 
out from the station, from the type of music that’s played to the 
people who are on the air, the air personalities, or disc jockeys as 
they are more commonly known, the commercials that are 
played, whether they are acceptable or unacceptable, whether 
they are too loud. It’s all in the realm of the program director. 


MARY: As program director, how do you view the responsi­ 
bility of radio toward the public? 
HENLEY: Awesome. I really do. It’s a grave responsibility 
and ifs one that I think the responsible stations certainly, ex­ 
ercise with a great deal of care. My own personal philosophy is 
that a radio station is on the air to serve and, really, to inform 
the public, keep the public abreast of what is going on, and I 
don't find these to be very easy tasks. They take a lot of time. 


LuANN: Do you think radio is living up to its responsibility in 
public service? 
HENLEY: I think that radio has done an increasingly better 
job as time has gone on. You have to go back, say, to pre-1948

Neal is the youngest member 
of WBA. He says he finds his 
work tiring,

Soon, he and Gary Tjarks, 
Wheeling High School sociology’ 
teacher, plan to tape a “music 
interpretation” show to be sold 
to anyone of the various radio 
networks across the nation. 
During this show, he 
will 
play certain records and after­ 
wards, he and others will dis­ 
cuss the meaning of the song. 
NEAL ADMITS that his role 
as a disc jockey is tiring and 
at times lonely, however, he is 
meeting his interested 
radio 
listeners and he enjoys inter­ 
viewing celebrities. 
Why is his job lonely? 
His explanation is that he is 
usually all alone in his broad­ 
casting 
room 
when he an­ 


nounces. 
At other times, his job can. 
be extremely exasperating. He 
related an on-the-air 
experi­ 
ence where he pushed a button 
to start his tape going when 
the tape broke. That was dur­ 
ing a headache remedy com­ 
mercial. 
NEAL’S JOB as radio an­ 
nouncer may, at times, be 
lonely; it may at times and un­ 
der rare circumstances be ex­ 
asperating; however, it is also 
a job that showers his life with 
fruitful satisfaction. 
“The 
reason 
I 
like 
my 
work,” said Neal, “is that it 
allows me to express my opin­ 
ions of other people to many 
.people of all different races 
and types.” 


Waukegan High Schools, he 
has taken home trophies; at 
the Rich East contest, he won 
a certificate.

WHEN BILL won his first 
trophy last season, he was 
greatly surprised. Now, anx­ 
iety puts added pressure on 
him. 
“You’ve got no place to go 
but down. Everyone there is 
out to win, but only one can. 
“You can just hope your luck 
holds out.” 
Bill is also an amateur radio 
operator. 
He handles a “lot of traffic 
for overseas men. I pick up 
messages 
which 
have 
been 
transferred to the coast and 
then relay the messages to the 
area recipients. 
“I’ve always been interested 
in radio,” says Bill wTho hopes 
to major in electrical engineer­ 
ing at Valparaiso University. 
In college he would like to 
work on the college radio sta­ 
tion, and is looking for work in 
radio this summer. 


BILL believes “informality” 
is the mark of a good radio 
show, and thus admires Larry 
Lujeck of WLS because he 
“can listen to him from begin­ 
ning to end 
without getting 
bored.” He says, “You’ve got 


to reach the people.” 
Bill has certainly reached 
the judges with his radio an­ 
nouncing; now his dream is 
reaching the day when thou­ 
sands wake up to “This is the 
Bill Busse Show.”

THE 
HUNGARIAN revolu­ 
tion broke out in 1956 and RFE 
was criticized. It was charged 
that the network had hinted 
that the United States would 
help the Hungarians if they re­ 
volted. 
Till the 1960’s, the Commu­ 
nists did their best to jam the 
broadcast of Radio Free Eu­ 
rope. 
They 
stopped 
around 
1960. Perhaps they believed 
that RFE was no longer a 
threat, or perhaps they felt 
trying to jam the powerful 
broadcast was futile. No one 
seems to know the answer. 
RFE is the major division of 
Free Europe, Inc., with main 
headquarters at 2 Park Ave­ 
nue, N.Y. The European head­ 
quarters is in Munich. The 
company’s president is John 
Richardson Jr., and the vice 
president is William P. Dur- 
kee. 


THESE ARE ONLY some of 
the facts. 
They were taken 
from 
almanacs, 
magazines, 
newspapers and network tele­ 
vision. RFE has not been in 
the new’s often during the last 


few years, and it is difficult to 
find recent information about 
the network. 
To add to the confusion, 
some reports contradict each 
other. One person said it had 
been discovered that RFE was 
subsidized largely by the CIA 
and was probably a propa­ 
ganda organ, while another 
source neatly insinuated that 
the network was 
infiltrated 
with Communists. 
Whatever the case, it is gen­ 
erally recognized that the ra­ 
dio is an important means of 
communication, and a good 
conductor for ideas. 
“As President,” Johnson told 
the RFE group in 1964, “I am 
proud that our people^ through 
their contributions to Radio 
Free Europe, help to support 
direct communication with the 
people of Eastern Europe.”

THIS MAN IS a status seek­ 
er. He can be observed in any 
social circle monopolizing the 
conversation. Subject: himself. 
No need to malign the poor 
man, though, because all of us 


are status seekers. We care 
what people think of us. Of 
course, most of us don’t pursue 
the Goddess Esteem with the 
same shameless ardor as our 
scheming friend. 
The commonness of status- 
seeking was confirmed in a 
survey of the pretentions of 
Americans 
by 
Northwestern 
National Life Insurance Co.’s 
Family Economics Bureau. 
Status seeking proved to be 
an 
ailment that afflicts all 
ages, all social classes. Sociol­ 
ogist 
Robert Ezra Park is 
quoted as saying: “Everyone 
is 
always 
and 
everywhere 
more or less consciously play­ 
ing a role” in attempting to 
maintain or raise his status. 
BUSINESS AND government 
have become accessories in the 
role playing game by endowing 
employes with pretentious ti­ 
tles — paying them off with ti­ 
tles, some say. Cooks become 
executive chefs; garbage col­ 
lectors become sanitation engi­ 
neers, by edict of the 
Mil­ 
waukee City Council; janitors 
become 
custodial 
engineers; 


and order-takers become sales 
engineers. In this 
way 
per­ 
fectly 
honorable 
occupations 
are given extra prestige by a 
play on words. 
Some people carry status 
s e e k i n g 
t o 
preposterous 
lengths. Midwesterners move 
to suburban neighborhoods of 
$45,000 homes and suddenly be­ 
gin pronouncing “tomato” and 
“either” the way movie stars 
do. “Project” acquires a long 
“O” in the vocabulary of a 
young executive. 


ALLEN COREN, a writer for 
Punch magazine, would have 
us believe that in England 
h i g h b o r n 
offspring 
are 
.snatched from their cribs at 
birth, and a ceremonial pebble, 
in the family since the Norman 
conquest, is slipped under the 
infant’s tongue. 
“The lips are sewed together 
to leave a miniscule gap, and 
the child is forced to read the 
social columns of the Times 
for the next IO years in a high, 
clear voice,” writes Coren. 
In Philadelphia, “upper-up- 


pers” confirm their status by 
closing a big deal with an “All 
righty-roo,” 
and 
they 
take 
leave 
of 
their 
hosts 
with 
“Nightie-noodles.” Really. 


FOR UNMITIGATED pom­ 
posity, first prize goes to the 
people 
in the small frame 
house on a very modest-size lot 
who erect a large sign of 
rough-hewn redwood 
bearing 
the boast “Smith Ranch.” 
On second thought, how can 
the Smiths be blamed when the 
same society that calls them 
pretentious 
associates 
lower 
status with breast feeding? If 
you claim high status in your 
community, be sure to let it be 
known that you don’t breast 
feed your babies. 


Just as unexplainable as a 
status scale based upon breast 
feeding is a relation between 
status 
and 
stature. 
A psy­ 
chology professor, introducing 
a guest to five different stu­ 
dent groups, assigned him a 
higher academic rank in each 
succeeding introduction. When 
students were asked to esti­ 


mate the man’s height, they 
made him taller as his rank 
rose. 
THE VERY ACT of status 
seeking has become a prestige 
factor.

Brownie point. On this basis, 
Glenn Rogers, the hermit of 
Modoc County, Calif., has a 
minus score. 
“To hell with everybody,” 
says Rogers, 67, who has lived 
alone for ll years in a 13-by-15-

shack 
in 
a 
mile-high 
mountain valley. 
Some teenagers, too, are su- 
p r e m e I y unconcerned with 
status. They march to a differ­ 
ent drummer: The scene is the 
entrance marquee outside an 
auditorium where Jimi Hen­ 
drix will “perform” a half 
hour from now. Entering the 
auditorium is a procession of 
apparitions that would make 
grandma gasp. 
THERE S A TALL, pimply 
boy wearing a Lincoln-style top 
hat and playing a mouth or­ 
gan; a girl — no, it’s a jboy — 
wearing a satin blouse, green 


flannel slacks and a purple 
beret. A few steps behind him 
is a tall girl in psychedelic pa­ 
jamas and a gold satin cape. A 
girl in stocking feet is wearing 
a peasant costume and carry­ 
ing a pitchfork. 
None of them would be wel­ 
come at the Grosvenor Ball. 
Which brings up another point: 
One thing status seekers have 
in 
common, 
besides 
status 
seeking, is disdain for people 
who have recently 
attained 
status, for those who “always” 
had it and attend the Grosve­ 
nor Ball every year — espe­ 
cially if they are snobs. 
IT S A RE-ENACTMENT of 
the ancient battle between the 
“haves” and the “have-nots” 
— the serfs and the lords, the

Brahmans, 
the coolies and the landlords. 
Only bad luck, 
or 
a 
silver 
spoon, lies between the split- 
level home and the mansion, 
you see. 
The puckish John 
O’Hara, 
novelist, expressed a common 
attitude toward “uppers” when 
he wrote: “I try not to let my­ 


self forget that the 26 English 
dukes are subject to the com­ 
mon cold and hiccoughs and 
mosquito bites, and nightmares 
and ingrown hairs in the same 
degree as 26 descendants of Ir­ 
ish royalty 
(O’Hara 
among 
them) and 26 men chosen at 
random among the citizens of 
South Nail File, N.D.” 
THOUGH WE’RE all equal, 
by O’Hara’s standards, most 
people still aspire to be more 
equal than their fellows. W’hich 
is fine. In moderation, status 
seeking is nothing more than a 
sign 
of 
a 
healthy, 
well-in­ 
tegrated personality, the Fami­ 
ly 
Economics 
Bureau 
con­ 
cluded. 
Says Sociologist Park about 
role playing (status seeking in 
action): “ It is in these roles 
that we know each other; it is 
in these roles that we know 
ourselves.” 
Of course, if you don’t want 
to play a role to qualify for 
higher social status, you have 
a simple alternative: Avoid the 
people on the rung above you.

V2 teaspoon cloves

Bake 25 to 30 minutes at 
375 degrees. 
If you wish, extra lobster or shrimp may be added 
around edges of pan, tucking it under the sauce to prevent 
toughening. Add at end of cooking period and return to oven 
for an additional five minutes.
